Revenue derived, Johnson 
said — according to present 
thinking in the state legisla- 
ture — would be divided am- 
ong the counties on the basis 
of motor vehicle registration. 
Once in the county, the pro- 
ceeds of the tax would be di- 
vided among the cities and 
the counties themselves on 
the basis of assessed valua- 
tion.

He added that details, such | 
hs a requirement that cities} 
match funds derived from the 
ax, are not yet firm. 

The city now gets about $80,- 
100 from state gax tax subven- 
ions, he said, and about 40 
ber cent of this goes for main- 
enance.

In the Shaded Garden: Elegant Evergreen 


Gardening in deep shade is, 
often a problem. Even such 
shade garden favorites as tu-| 
berous begonias and fuchsias | 
will sulk and refuse to bloom| 
when grown in spots that lack 
sufficient light. One shrub that | 
has no such problems, howev- 
er, is the greenleaf aucuba. | 
This elegant evergreen proba- 
bly would grow in a closet with 
the door closed. 

It always can be counted on 
to produce a full mass of glos- 
ly green leaves and, as fall 
turns to winter, a crop of glist- 
ening large red berries. You 
hardly could ask for better 
performance. 

Aucubas are among the doz-! 
en best shrubs for western gar- 
dens and in heavily shaded 
areas they rank number one.) 
They have large, ornamental 
leaves with sharply serrated) 
edges, grow five to eight feet 
high at maturity and require 
little attention other than wa 
ter to keep them healthy and 
happy. 

Not all members of the fam 
ily are green. In fact, one of the 
most popular aucubas grown is 
the familiar gold dust plant,| 
which is heavily flecked with 
yellow variegation. And there 
are others in the family which 
produce mottled coats of yel 
low to a greater or lesser de-| 
gree. One, the Sulphur Leaf! 
aucuba, has board yellow cen- 
ters trimmed with green. It is 
more striking in some minds 
than the Gold Dust variety 

Ther are variations among 
the greenleaf aucubas, too, with | 
one especially worth looking | 
for. This is the Narrow Leaf| 
aucuba, a vigorous shrub with
